Amend Senate File 2187, as passed by the Senate, as
follows:

1. Page 1, after line 13 by inserting:

<Sec. ___ . Section 321L.2, subsection 1, unnumbered
paragraph 1, Code 2016, is amended to read as follows:

A resident of the state with a disability desiring
a persons with disabilities parking permit shall
apply to the department upon an application form
furnished by the department providing the applicant’s
full legal name, address, date of birth, and social
security number or Iowa driver’s license number or
Iowa nonoperator’ s identification card number, and
shall also provide a statement from a physician
licensed under chapter 148 or 149, a physician
assistant licensed under chapter 148C, an advanced
registered nurse practitioner licensed under chapter
152, or a chiropractor licensed under chapter
151, or a physician, physician assistant, nurse
practitioner, or chiropractor licensed to practice
in a contiguous state, written on the physician’s,
physician assistant’s, nurse practitioner’s, or
chiropractor’s stationery, stating the nature of the
applicant’s disability and such additional information
as required by rules adopted by the department
under section 321L.8. If the person is applying
for a temporary persons with disabilities parking
permit, the physician’s, physician assistant’s, nurse
practitioner’s, or chiropractor’s statement shall
state the period of time during which the person is
expected to be disabled and the period of time for
which the permit should be issued, not to exceed six
months. The department may waive the requirement that
the applicant furnish the applicant’s social security
number, Iowa driver’s license number, or nonoperator’s
identification card number when the application for

The department

may adopt rules pursuant to chapter 17A detailing

the requirements for an acceptable certification of

disability.>
